Nazis in the Rovno region of old 
Poland. 
A Moscow broadcast quoted the 
commission as saying 49,000 bod­ 
ies w ere found in a tim ber dum p 
in Byeli Street. Rovno, that 32,- 
500 were in

and 500 on the territory at Rovno 
prison. 
The commission, asserting
